“Of course, we couldn’t get any 
concentration of fire that way—

Now Things Are D ifferent 
“But now things are different. 
O rdinarily we can mass a whole 
division’s artillery on a front of 
eight miles or so and we can get 
at least half the guns or m ore on 
one target. 
Phis is one of the 
m ain reasons we have advanced 
70 mile.s in the last two m onths.” 
Every day now, alm ost as a 
m atter of routine, a U. S. division 
in Korea fires between 
$200,000 
and $250,000 .w orth of am m uni­ 
tion. For Red China, swarm s of 
men seem cheap er 
than 
gun­ 
p owder. To a great industrial n a­ 
tion like the United States, gun- 
p ow^der is cheap er than blood. 


Jop lin, comp oser of the justly- 
famed “M ap le Leaf Rag”, vvas a 
resident of Sedalia w'hen “rag­ 
tim e” sp routed from a fad to a 
nation-w'ide sensation: Jop lin was 
resp onsible for this city *>ecoming 
the center of learning for the 
follow'ers of this “new m usic.” 
In the early 1890’s the Queen 
City concert band, of which Jop ­ 
lin was a leading light, w^as knowm 
throughout this area as the fin­ 
est. Today only a handful of those 
who p layed in that organization 
still survive. One mem ber, Tom 
Ireland, of 1001 North Osage and 
a form er Dem ocrat emp loye, re­ 
m em bers Jop lin as a serious man 
wuth resp ect to both music and 
life.

Jop lin and his music is Brunson | 
Cam p bell of Kenice, Calif., who 
ran aw ay from his M anhattan, 
Kas., home early in life to study 
under Jop lin. Camp bell is regard­

only to Jop lin among the m any 
who have p layed this music. He 
now devotes m uch tim e to seeking 
w'ider recognition for h ii teachre.

WASHINGTON, April 14 
—(/p)— President Truman 
tonight denied any plan to 
appease Communism, and 
hotly accused his critics of 
spreading “ political hokum’* 
while the nation is in “ dead­ 
ly danger.” 
In an embattled speech to a*- 
sembled Democrats at a $100-a- 
plate J efferson-J ackson Day din­ 
ner, Mr. Truman declared foea 
of his foreign policy are showing 
confusion because “ they think if 
the country is confused enough, 
they may be able to win the nex t 
election.” 
Not once during the « peech did 
he refer to General Douglai Mac­ 
Arthur, whom he deposed ai Far 
East commander for advocating 
stronger 
measures 
against 
the 
Chinese Reds than administration 
policy calls for, 
, 
But he laid down an offensive 
barrage in advance of the speech 
the general is slated to make, 
probably late nex t week, before 
a joint session 
of 
Senate 
and 
House. 
He lashed out at critics, 
in Congress and elsewhere, who 
have been assailing his foreign 
policy for months and who mostly 
support MacArthur as against the 
administration. 
Senator Taft of Ohio, Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska 
and 
Rep. 
Martin of Massachusetts, all Re­ 
publican leaders, have been In 
the forefront of attacks against 
the President, particularly for the 
refusal to permit MacArthur to 
bomb Red Chinese installations in 
Manchuria and to use Chines* 
Nationalist troop« to attack tha 
Chinese mainland. 
Charge Is Refuted 
To their charge that the ad­ 
ministration is seeking an 
ap­ 
peasement deal with the Chines* 
Reds, Mr. Truman declared; 
“ We will not engage in appea**- 
ment. 
“ We will make no deals that 
w'ould rew'ard aggression.” 
A fter saying he w'elcomed “ fair 
and honest debate” 
on 
foreign 
p o lic y, he continued; 
“ But in recent months w e have 
had too much political hokum at­ 
tacking 
the 
bi-partisan 
foreign 
policy . 
“The F>eople w'ho are making 
the.se attacks can not agree on any 
foreign policy of their owm. They 
are not try ing to help this coun­ 
try find its way in these troubled 
times. 
They are just try ing to 
confuse us.” 
Calling for national unity , h* 
said: 
“ Our country is in deadly dang­ 
er. "We face a powerful and ruth­ 
less enemy . The only w'ay w'e can 
prevail over that enemy is for 
every man and w'oman in this 
country to put national interests 
above personal interests.” 
To those who have advocated 
that American forces get out of 
Korea 
the President said 
they 
are making “ a terrible mistake.” 
“ If we get out of Korea,” he 
continued, “ the Communist lead­ 
ers would strike somewhere else. 
They would strike at J apan or 
the Middle East or in Europe. 
“ And sooner or later they would 
go on to strike at South America, 
and at our own countp^.” 
Turning to a discussion of critic« 
whom he called “ confiisers” , he 
said he would g ive a few ex - 
amnles of their thinking.

“ They say it will provoke Rus­ 
sia to attack if w'e send troops to 
Europe—but they are sure Russia 
won’t come in if we carry the war 
to China. 
“They say they w ant to crush 
Com m unism — and yet they w ant 
us to draw back into our shell and 
let the re.st of the world be ov er­ 
run by the Reds. 
They say they are w orried be­ 
cause the Russians outnum ber u* 
but they are not interested in 
keep ing allies who can help us. 
“The long and short of it is 
th at they w ant defenses w ithout 
sp ending the money, they w ant to 
wage w ar w ithout an arm y, they 
w ant us to hav e v ictory w ithout 
taking any risks, and they w ant 
to try to run the w hole world and 
to run it w ithout any friends.”

Ev en if y ou’re in the middle of 
a whodunit instead of the paper, 
there’s nothing to scare y ou, al­ 
though we hav e heard of wiv es 
who rush out of the house with 
their hands ov er their cars the 
minute their husbands start tin­ 
kering with electricity . 
Sparks won’t fly and y ou won t 
be shocked out of y our shoes if 
y ou treat electricity with respect. 
Since the lights are .still out, 
howev er, let's get .started. We’ll 
assume the whole house didn’t go 
dark, but get a flashlight any way .

TOKYO, Sunday, April 15—(/Pj 
—Last-m inute talks on the pro­ 
posed Japanese peace treaty were 
scheduled for General Mac Arthur 
tonight on the eve of his depart­ 
ure for the United States. 
Ambassador John Foster Dulles 
hurried his trip from Washington 
to seek what he called the “wise 
counsel” of the deposed occupa­ 
tion commander on a treaty for 
the country M acArthur has ruled 
nearly six xyears. 
MacArthur and his party will 
leave Tokyo Monday morning and 
arrive in San Francisco Tuesday. 
The general’s arrival in the U. S. 
was postponed to permit a 24- 
hour stopover in Honolulu. 
Li. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
who is taking over all of Mac- 
A rthur’s 
commands, 
flew 
here 
from the Korean battlefields last 
night and announced there would 
be “no change in basic policy ” 
Ridgway 
praised 
M acArthur’s 
leadership . and 
said 
he 
would 
press for an early conclusion of a 
peace treaty for Japan. 
He assured the Japanese people 
there was “no division” among 
American 
leaders 
regarding

It was apparent that the 71- 
year-old general, who came here 
in August, 1945 as a conqueror, 
would leave as hero. 
Ten thousand Japanese police 
will be spaced from the city to 
Haneda airport, 12 miles away, to 
hrndle crowds to number in the 
hundreds of thousands.

SKod Horses For 
Years 
J ohn Ilmberger shod horses for 
Sedalia and all neighb oring com­ 
munity . He had such steady cus­ 
tomers as Dom-Cloney, Almq uist 
bakery , Milton grocery , E. N. H ar­ 
rison 
Transfer 
company , 
John 
Shafer 
Storage 
company 
and 
many other firms who operated 
ex tensiv e deliv ery service. When 
It was cold weather 
and 
the 
streets were slippery the shoes 
on the horses were sharpened so 
there would be less danger of the 
animal falling. On such a day it 
was not unusual to sharpen the 
horseshoes of 20 horses. 
His shop was a b usy place in 
those early day s and there were 
m any interesting ex periences, b ut 
perhaps one of the things he likes 
best is the memory of the chil­ 
dren who used to flock there to 
watch him, to talk to him and to 
hav e him mend their b roken toys. 
They were his nieces and nephews 
and all of their friends and many 
grew to know the blacksmith shop 
a« “ Uncle J ohn’s.” He lov ed to
